By the praftice thereunto adjojned, all Learners ſhall ſo frame 
and tune their voices, as that they ſhall truly or naturally pro> 
nounce any kind of ſtile in their Proſe or Verſe. 

By the ſame pra#ite children ſhall learn in a Catechiſme, the 
knowledge of the principles of true Religionywith precept of wir- 
ue and civil behaviour, 

[have mad: apart of a brief Chronologie, for pradtiſins of 
reading hard words, wherein thou ſhalt be much helped for the un- 
derftanding of the Bible, and other Hiſtories: and a Grammar- 
Scholar learn to know when his authors , beth Greek a-d Latine 
/ived, and when the principal Hiſtories in themwere dot e. 

I have ſet down a Table containing and teaching the true wri- 
ting and underſtanding of any hard Engliſh word, borrowed from 
/re Greek Latinc or French, and how to know the one from the 
#1her, with the interpretation thereof”, by a plain Englith word : 
whireby the children [ball be prepared for the underfanling of 
thouſands of Latine words before they enter the Grammer- 
School, which alſo will bring much delight and judgement to others, 
Therefore; if thou underſtandeſt not any word in this Book, .0t 
before expounded , ſeek the Table, IF Ibe generally rectived, I 
ſhall cauſe one uniform manner of teaching; a thing, whi.h as tt 
hath brozzzht much profit unto the Latine tongue, ſo would it dots 
all ether Languages, if the like were pra#Fiſed.

Ther men ta their writing (gentle Reader Y may juſtly uſe ſuck Nile, as may 

leclarclearaing or eloquence fit for a <chool;but I am intorced of necelſity, to 

aff:& that plain rudnefſe, which may fit the capacity of thoſe perſons with 

who:n I have todeal; the l:a-ned ſortsare avl- t ounde. tand my purpoſe,and 
to teachthe Treatiſe without further direRions I am now therfore to dire&t my ſpeech 
unto the unskilfull, which defire ro make uſe of it for their own private benefit, and ro 
Cich men and women of Trade,as Taylors , Weavers, fhop-keepers , Seamfters an 
Cach others , as have undertaken the charge of teaching others Give me leave 
therefore (i beſcech 1hee) to ſpeak plainly and fawiliarly to thee ;} yea, let me intreat 
thee to give a'l diligeat regard to thoſe things which I ſhall deliver unto thee: I feck 
nothing by thee, but thy own pleaſure, caſe and profr, and the good of thy Scholars. 
If peradventure for two or three day*s,at the firſt, it may ſeem ſomewhat hard or 
ſtrange to thee,yet be not diſcoraged neither caſt ir from theesfor if thou take bur dili- 
gent pains in it, but four dayes,thou ſhalt learn many very profitable things that thou 
aever knewelt;yea, thou ſhalt learn more of the Enzlifh Tongue , than any man of thy 
call ne(nut being a GrammarianY'n F.ngland knoweth: Thou ſhalt teach thy $cholars with 
berter commendarion and profir, than any other (not followin- this order) teacheth, 
and thou mayeſt fit on thy Sho>-voar4 , atthy Looms, or at thy Needle , and never 
hinder thy work to hear thy Scholars, after thou haſt once made this licthe Book fa- 
miliar to thee. The praQice and order of ſtudy, I know, is a ſtranger to thee 3 yet 
muſt thou now be ſure, that thou paſſe not over any one word before thou well under- 
ſtznd ir. If thou canft nor finde our the meaning and trne naſe of any rule or word , and 
having n-ne preſent to help-thee, make a mark thereat with thy pen or pin, until thou 
mecreſt with thy Miniſter, or other learned Scholars, of whom thou maiſt enquire:and 
do 1ivt think it any diſcredit to declare thy want, being in amatter pertaining ro Cram» 
mar , or other ſuch things, as thoſe of thy condition are uſually unacquainted with: 
rather aſſure thy felfe , that all wiſe men will commend thee that detireſt knowledze, 
which many rejeQ; but they which refuſe to be directed, I know are ſuch as delipht 
in $eir Cortith Ignorance , like * coggins Prieſt, who becauſe he had vſcd his o14 Mun 
fees for theſe dozen years, would nut leave it for the other new Swnpfoaes though it 
be never ſo good. Two things zenerally you muſt mark forthe uſe of this Book.Firſt,the 
true underſtanding ot it in the matter. Secondly, the manner of Iearning of it . if thou 
be onelv a Scholar 3 then the other of teaching it, ifthou be a!ſo a Teacher. And 
for the firſt, where I proteſle to teach with far more eaſe and pleaſure to the Learner, 
and- therefore with greater ſpeed than others, underſtand the reafon , thou kaſt brt 
two principal things to learn, to ſpell truly any word of one {y1}4ble, and to divide 
cruly any word of many. For the firſt, I have difpoſed ſyllables, Co in the firſt Book. 
howſoever at the firſt light,they may ſeem common,as thou canſt meet none , but either 
thou haſt ir here fer down., or atleaſt ſo many like both for rhe beginning , or-end, as- 
that none can be pronounced unto thee, that thon thalt nor be skilfull in. 

And I have begun with the ealieſt, proceeding by degrees ungo harder , that they firſt 
fearned , all other will tollow with very little labour. Theſe ſyN2bles known, becauſe 
all words, be they never fo long or hard, be made of them, thou haſt nothing to learn, 
but ro divide them; for which I have laid down {o eafie and certain Rules ( belicve me 
that have tried) as thou ſhalt never erre in any hard word : I doubt not but thine owne 
experience'fhall hnde this to be true, andſo my promife in that point performed to the 
fult, Marvail not, why in this firſt Book , I have differed in writing many ſyllables 
from the uſual manner 3 yea, from my ſelte in the reft of my works , as rempl withour 
(ce) and tw» with one (n) and plecy not,plume. My.-reaſon is, I have putthere mo more 
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':ttere, then are of abſolute neceſiity, when in thereft I have followed cuſtom: yea, 
often I write rhe word divertly C it it be uſed differently) the tetter to acquaint thee 
with any kind of wri.inzg, Touchirg the ſpeeches at the end of the 1,2,4,7 and 8 
c hapters, rerard rot the matrer (-eing vain) ut my purpoſe,which is to bring thee ro 
Preftar ute of reading Words of one ſyllable,which thou haſt learned to ſpell,and fo thou 
may? have nething in the ſecond Book to learn, bur onely divivon Of words, and o- 
ther ha Sal Obſervstions. Tie titles of the Chapters, and nores in the margin: ( which 4 
would havettec alwayes Ciligently read and mark) will make theſe things more plain 
wato thee. 

Alfo where T nnderr;ke to rrake thee write the true Orthography of any word ruly 
pronounced 3 1 muſt mean it of thoſe wo-ds whoſe writing is determined;for there are 
many, wherein the beſt Fnglifh-wen in this Land, are not agreed ; as ſome write 
mat:e19us, deriveing ir From malice, others write mabrtions, as from the Latine ma- 
lirroſss, & ome writ- Gerymanei:om the Larine 5 Com: Germain f-om the French, 
Neither Go I deale with proper names, or ſtrange words of Arr in feveral ſciences, 
nor the unknown 'texrs of peculier Countries ( if they differ from ordinary 
rules) unl:ſs (ume rime on ſome ſpecial occaſion I know ere this, thou thirſteft 
that art a Teacher , to hear how thou rayeſt with more eaſe atd profit teach a 
huntred Schclars, than before forty : foliow my advice, and I warrant thee ſuc- 
cef5. Ler eyery one cf thy Scholars (fur the beſt thou haſt thall leara that here 
which he rever knew , neither needeth Leany other for Engliſh) provide and uſe 
theſe Books, than divide thy Scholars into 2, 2,or 4 ſorts as thy number is) tor wore 
thuuneedeft not, although thou baſt an hiindred Scholars, ) and place ſo many of
